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Financial help for young people 


YOUNG people staying on in 
education or unpaid training 
after their GCSEs may be 
able to get extra financial 
help. The 16 to 19 Bursary 
Fund is a new scheme 
starting in September 2011 
to help young people facing 
financial hardship to stay 
in full-time education or 
unwaged training. It replaces 
the previous Education 
Maintenance Allowance 
(EMA) scheme. 


Students most in need will be 
able to receive a bursary of 
£1,200 a year - this includes: 

• People in care or who have 
left care, 

• People claiming Income 
Support, 

• Disabled young people 
getting both Employment 
and Support Allowance and 
Disability Living Allowance. 
Other students facing 
financial difficulties may 

be awarded a discretionary 


bursary to help with travel 
costs, food, books, equipment 
and so on. Some young 
people who are part-way 
through their studies and are 
currently receiving EMA can 
continue to get this help - 
including 

• Students who successfully 
applied for EMA in 2009/10 - 
they can continue to receive 
payments at the same level 
until the end of the 2011/12 
academic year. 


• Students who applied for 
EMA in 2010/11 and were 
receiving the maximum 
award of £30 can get £20 a 
week until the end of the 
2011/12 academic year.

Green light 

THE go-ahead has been 
given for a wide-ranging 
refurbishment and partial 
rebuild of The John Roan 
School in Blackheath. 

At its meeting on October 13, 
Greenwich Council’s planning 
board approved schemes to 
redevelop both the lower 
school site in Westcombe Park 
Road and the upper school site 
in Maze Hill. 

The ambitious project - 
funded as part of Greenwich’s 
Building Schools for the 
Future (BSF) programme - 
builds on The John Roan’s 
proud history, enabling the 
school to develop a flexible 
learning space fit for the next 
50 years. 

At the Maze Hill site, the main 
building - a Grade 2 listed build- 
ing which faces onto Green- 
wich Park and was construct- 
ed in a Neo-Georgian style in 


to develop upper and lower schools 


the 1920s - will be refurbished. 
Other buildings on the site, 
constructed in the 1960s and 
the 1980s, will be demolished. 

An open-air courtyard - a 
feature of the school’s original 
design - will be restored, while 
another courtyard will be 
roofed over to accommodate 
a new dining hall, classrooms 
and a new library. 

This site will become the new 
home for Years 7 and 8, as well 
as the school’s 6th form. 

At the Westcombe Park Road 
site, the main school building, 
which houses the lower school, 
will be demolished. 

A purpose-built three-storey 
building on the site will 
become the new home for 
Years 9, 10 and 11. As well as 
flexible learning spaces, the 
building will also contain: 

• A central dining space at 
the heart of the school 


• Design and technology 
laboratories 

• A drama studio and 
activities studio 

• Sports hall and changing 
facilities 

• Science laboratories 

• Music and drama rooms 

• Office accommodation 

A smaller block on the 
site will accommodate a 
purpose-built sports centre, as 
well as a learning centre to for 
students with special needs. 

The development across 
the two sites will result in an 
increased capacity for the 
school of 50 pupils. 

“This decision is excellent 
news for The John Roan, and 
promises an exciting future 
for both staff and students,” 
said Cllr Jackie Smith, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
children and young people. 
“The demolition and 


construction of the new 
school will begin next year, 
with temporary classrooms 
on the Westcombe Park site 
being used to house the lower 
school. The Lower School will 
temporarily relocate to a site 
in Royal Hill, SE10, while the 
Maze Hill site is developed.” 

The John Roan is one of five 
BSF schemes in the borough. 
Crown Woods College in 
Eltham opened its new school 
buildings after Easter and new 
outdoor facilities are currently 
being built on the site of the 
old school. 

Thomas Tallis School in 
Kidbrooke is due to move 
into its new buildings later 
this term. Refurbishment 
and rebuilding projects are 
also well underway at both 
Plumstead Manor School 
and Eltham Hill Technology 
College.

Mechanic stars in new business venture 


RAISE a cheer for Thamesmead 
resident Bob Barringer, a man 
who made it to the summit 
after hitting rock bottom. 

And raise a cheer for First Step 
Trust (FST), the energising, 
innovative charity based in 
Woolwich that helped him get 
there. 

Bob, who described his mental 
breakdown as “like being buried 
alive”, won the charity’s Carole 
Furnivall Award for outstanding 
achievement from another high 
flier, Stella English, winner of The 
Apprentice on TV. 

The annual awards were held at 
an unlikely venue but one that was 
like home to Bob, FST’s new social 
enterprise, an MOT and garage 
service centre in Woolwich - where 
the guests sat down to a three- 
course dinner! 

Before his breakdown, Bob 
worked as a motor mechanic, 
specialising in electronic 
diagnostics. But in 2001, after a 
series of personal difficulties, he 
became overwhelmed by anxiety 
and depression. 

He told GT: “It was like being 
buried alive. I had always worked 
and I realised if I couldn’t, I 
couldn’t go on. I attempted 
suicide.” 

The turning point was accepting 
an offer of help from his GP. 
From there, after a period of time 
receiving treatment, Bob found

his way to FST, who provided 
him with a work placement. FST, 
supported by Greenwich Council 
and the Big Lottery, has 13 projects 
around trhe country providing 
real work and training for people 
excluded from ordinary working 
life because of mental health 
issues and other disadvantages. 

While at FST Bob helped set up 
its new flagship enterprise, SMaRT 
garage services - a commercial 
garage on the Ringside Industrial 
Estate in Woolwich which does 
MOTs and car repairs and is 
staffed by qualified technicians 
with years of industry experience. 

Bob became one of its garage 
mechanics and recently he 
successfully applied for the 
salaried post of garage workshop 
supervisor. 

On receiving his award, Bob said, 
“I’m bowled over. It’s a personal 
triumph but I also see this as an 
award for all of us at FST.” 

Stella English, who also grew up 
in Thamesmead, said: “I’m very 
supportive of the work FST does 
because it’s not only about helping 
people into work, it’s also about 
helping people to make their lives 
better.” 

Stella, who has also struggled 
against the odds, was impressed 
by the achievements of all the 
award winners. She left school at 


15 without qualifications, but went 
on to achieve a career in banking 
then win the acclaimed TV series. 

She said: “Winning The 
Apprentice was a culmination 
of years of hard work, educating 
myself and pushing boundaries as 
far as I possibly could. 

FST recognises that it takes 
time for people to build up their 
experience and get their confidence 
and belief in themselves back. 
It also has high expectations of 
people which is a very positive 
approach.” 

FST chief executive Ronnie 
Wilson MBE said: “We believe in 
giving people the opportunity to 
not only develop up to date work 
skills but also experience the 
pressures and responsibilities 
of ordinary working life. I am 
extremely proud of what Bob has 
achieved.”

PLANS have been announced for 
changes in traffic flow around 
Greenwich during next year’s 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

The plans were put forward by LOCOG, 
the London 2012 Organising Committee 
is to keep Greenwich town centre moving 
during Games time and to make travel 
easier for spectators. 

The key proposals: 

• A temporary one-way gyratory system 
in Greenwich town centre beginning just 
before the Games start. The northbound 
lane of Greenwich High Road from the 
junction with Norman Road to the town 
centre. Vehicles going west to east will 
take Norman Road to the junction with 
Creek Road, turn right onto Creek Road 
to the junction with Greenwich Church 
Street onto the existing one-way system. 

• Bus diversions will come into place 
once the gyratory system is introduced. 
Details will be announced next year. 

• Temporary spectator footbriges over 
Romney Road and the A2 on competition 
days to speed up safe spectator access to 
the venue and keep traffic moving. 

• The introduction of temporary 
event day parking areas and changes 
to existing Controlled Parking Zones, 
meaning that spectators cannot park in 
residential roads. 

• The Avenue/Blackheath Avenue in 

Greenwich Park will be closed in peak 
times from July 7 to September 8, as will 
Charlton Way. 

More details about exact times and dates 
of parking restrictions and the new 
gyratory systems will be published well 
in advance of competition time next year.

Traffic management 
measures to help Games vehicles will 


operate at certain times. Meanwhile, 
LOCOG has been holding a series of 
£ drop-in’ sessions in Greenwich to help 
residents and businesses prepare for 
2012. They took place at Devonport 
House in King William Walk last 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 
“Greenwich Park will be a spectacular 
venue for Equestrian and Modern 
Pentathlon events in 2012,” said Paul 
Deighton, LOCOG Chief Executive. “It 
is important that local residents and 
businesses understand our plans so that 
they can get ready for next year. Moving 
spectators in and out of the park will 
mean changes to Greenwich town centre 
immediately prior to and during the 
Games. We want to keep the area moving 
with as few road closures as possible.” 
The plans are part of a package that 
will be discussed by Greenwich Council 
shortly. A licence to sell alcohol, and 
broadcast commentaries and music 
for the choreographed dressage in 
Greenwich Park was granted last 
Wednesday (October 19). 

Greenwich resident Peter Filby was at 
the consultation. He told GT: “It’s a great 
opportunity to show Greenwich off and 
I really hope all who come can also visit 
the wonderful waterfront and Maritime 
Museum so the benefits are felt by us 
all. I do still have some fears about how 
it will all be managed - is Greenwich 
Station too far away from the venue 
for example and will it be OK with that 
many people crossing a scaffold bridge?” 
Reg Richardson who lives by Greenwich 
Park added: “I think this all seems quite 
reasonable - they’re trying to make 
Greenwich into a one-way system which 
is the only way to do it. People forget this 
is all only for a couple of weeks or so.”

Entitled to disability 
living allowance? Make 
sure you don't miss out 


Are you under 65 and find 
it difficult to walk or get 
around? 

Then make sure you’re not 
missing out on Disability Living 
Allowance Mobility (DLA). 

DLA provides extra financial 
help for people under 65 
who need help looking after 
themselves due to a physical or 
mental illness or disability. 

It also provides help for people 
who have difficulties walking or 
need someone with them when 
walking outdoors. 

Many people miss out on 
DLA because they do not know 
they can claim. Those who 
particularly miss out are people 
with lower level or moderate 
disabilities. 

DLA is split into two parts - 
DLA Care and DLA Mobility. 
DLA Mobility is paid at two rates 
- including a lower rate (worth 
£19.55 a week). This rate is for 
people from the age five who are 


able to walk, but can only walk 
outdoors if they have someone 
with them most of the time to 
guide or supervise them. 

You may be able to walk safely 
alone when you are in certain 
areas that you know well, but 
this test is about your ability 
to go out alone on unfamiliar 
routes. 

People who are blind or 
partially sighted or who have 
a learning disability are most 
likely to qualify. Those with 
other conditions (such as 
deafness, epilepsy, dementia, 
panic attacks or agoraphobia) 
may also qualify. 

There are future plans to 
replace DLA from 2013 with a 
new benefit called ‘Personal 
Independence Payment’ (or PIP). 

The new benefit will be paid 
at two rates and will introduce 
a new points-based assessment. 
Make sure you don’t miss out on 
DLA lower rate mobility now - 
get advice to see if you can claim! 


Remember, DLA is not taxable 
and is paid on top of any other 
benefits, savings and income 
you have. A successful DLA 
claim will never reduce your 
other benefits or allowances. In 
fact, you may find that you are 
entitled to other benefits for the 
first time. 

If you live in the borough and 
would like to check if you are 
missing out on DLA Mobility 
or any other benefits, ring the 
council’s Welfare Rights Service 
Advice Line on 020 8921 6375 for 
a free benefits check (or 18001 
020 8921 6375 for textphone 
users).

MEMBERS of Youth Parliament for Greenwich are taking part 
in a debate on November 4 in the House of Commons. 
Sixteen-year-old David Hall and Michael Omoniyi (17), are 
members of the Greenwich UKYP and are among the team that 
will be travel to Westminster to debate and vote on five current 
topics: Sex education, university fees.

They were helped by children from 
Charlton Manor Primary School, who 
had a race on the grass in front of 
Charlton House with the two celebrities. 

The campaign is part of the Queen 
Elizabeth II Fields Challenge, an 
ambitious project from the Fields in 

I Trust charity. With Prince William as 
its patron, the challenge aims to protect 
2,012 outdoor recreational spaces to 
create a legacy for the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee and the London Olympics next 
year, when Greenwich becomes a royal 
borough. 

The spaces range from playing fields, 
bike trails, playgrounds, to sports 
pitches and parks. Those that receive 
Queen Elizabeth II Fields status will be 
protected from future development. 

Greenwich Council has already 
nominated Charlton Park, Oxleas 
and Well Hall Pleasaunce. Elsewhere, 
people are being asked to nominate 
their choices in a month-long voting 
campaign. 

Twenty-six children from Charlton 
Manor’s Year 6 took part in the launch, 
and spent time learning more about 
the park and its wildlife.

in sport. That can’t happen if we don’t 
have green spaces outdoors for young 
people.” 

T he Mayor of Greenwich, Cllr 
Jim Gillman, goes for a walk in 
Charlton Park every morning, 
and spoke about some of the outdoor 
facilities available locally. He said: “If 
you give people facilities in the parks, 
then they will use them.” Cllr John 
Fahy, the council’s cabinet member 
for culture and the Olympics, thanked 
the schoolchildren for helping the 
campaign’s launch. He added: “I’d also 
like to thank the Friends of the Parks 
in Greenwich for their enthusiasm and 


and a couple of hours outside in the 
fresh air makes us all feel good. 

“Many of our parks are under 
threat, and local authorities are under 
increasing pressure to sell them off. 
We need to protect places like Charlton 
Park. Once they get official status they 
will be protected for ever and leave a 
fantastic legacy.” 

Her words were echoed by Olympic 
silver medallist sprinter Roger Black, 
who said: “This is a great project for 
something that will last for ever. I am 
very proud to be an Olympic ambassador 
and for me the legacy is about every 
child in this country getting engaged 
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support, and also our parks staff for 
making our parks so splendid at all 
times of the year.” 

Terry Powley, the chair of the 
borough’s Parks Friends Forum, said:

A FEW ropes, 
a lantern and a 
battered tea chest. 
Three young 
actors and 90 short 
minutes to unfurl a timeless 
classic. A challenge too far or 
the chance of a lifetime? The 
producers - a collaborative 
effort between the Nuffield and 
Yellowfield theatre groups, have 
bent Shakespeare to their will, 
trimming the cast, emptying 
the stage, cutting the time and 
even modifying ‘the Moor’, who 
significantly here is white. The 
characters embrace their new 
challenge with vigour and vim. 
Othello (Craig Pinder) bursts 
onto the stage in a fireball of 
emotion, now passionate in his 
devotion - “If it were now to die, 
‘twere now to be most happy,” 
now riddled with jealousy and 
wishing his Desdemona dead: 
“Yet she must die, else she’ll 
betray more men,” he tearfully 
laments. But while vigorous, 
committed and in control of 
his phrasing, he rather rushes 
his dialogue, declining to linger 
and let us savour the meaning. 
Iago (Moses Hardwick), by 
contrast, is quite the reverse, 
his delivery more measured, 
his diction more precise but 
emotionally weaker and 
ultimately failing entirely to 
convince. Desdemona (Belinda 
‘Libby from Eastenders’ Owusu) 
provides balance, compelling 
and persuasive when declaring 
her love - “your wife my Lord, 
your true and loyal wife” - 
but touching and affecting 
when she pleads for her life. 
“Kill me tomorrow, let me live 
tonight,” she says. Given what is 
regarded as a difficult role, her

More controversial, perhaps, 
was the adaptation itself 
with Director Robin Benfield

eponymous Othello, and 
aboue, with Belinda Owusu 
who played Desdemona 
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and strong, from the 
uncluttered staging, (a 
particularly imaginative use 
of a short wave radio) to the 
minimalist cast. However, the 
abridgement to 90 minutes is 
much less clear-cut, disrupting 
the tension and interrupting 
the flow and yet increasing our 
focus on the key characters of 
the play. But if the colour of 
Othello’s skin resonates much 
less than it once did, the main 
elements of the play will 
forever resound: masculine 
pride and the importance of 
saving face, the position of 
women in a society of men, and 
manipulation for gain at the 
expense of another. 

Benfield has assessed his 
audience - his adaptation 
is clearly aimed at the 
young - to a tee. Where 
pleasure must be instant, 
three hours is too long. 
Shakespeare for ninety 
minutes or Shakespeare 
not at all.

I’M going to be 
totally honest, R&B 
music and me have 
never been easy 
bedfellows. 

So it was with great trepidation 
that I headed to see Keri 
Hilson at the lndigo2 earlier 
this month. 

I’ve always felt that a lot of the 
genre’s most popular songs 
objectify women and belittle 
them. The equivalent of a lad’s 
mag set to beats. 

Then I had a change of heart: 
Maybe I was tarring all of the 
genre’s artists with the same 
brush. Perhaps the princess 
of American R&B, who can 
boast Kanye West, Akon and 
Timbaland as collaborators, 
could prove me wrong. After 
all, with two top-twenty 
albums in the USA and a MOBO 
award under her belt, it could 
be that she actually empowers 
women. 

The most noticeable thing 
about the concert was how 
long it took to actually happen. 
With three warm up bands 
taking up over two hours 
of stage time followed by a 
twenty minute DJ set by DJ 
Mars (imagine a poor man’s 
Cee Lo Green) playing endless 
recent chart hits, the show lost 
momentum and the rot set in 
early. 

“It’s almost Keri time” he 
continued to announce. Only it 
never seemed to be. It felt like 
a glorified nightclub and by the 
time the lady in question finally 
graced the stage this clubber’s 
feet were already hurting - she 
had a lot to prove. 

She was a vision on the stage 
in a silver overcoat, sunglasses 
and gun shaped microphone. 
Believe it or not, there was no 
flesh in sight. At least until the 
second number that is, when 
she disrobed to reveal leather 
hot pants with a matching 
plunging crop top. Normal 
service had clearly been 
resumed... And if that wasn’t 
enough, her opening numbers 
were all variations on the same 
theme. Emmeline Pankhurst 
would have been thrilled. A 
few numbers in to the set she 
selected a man in the audience 


and asked him to give her a 
hypothetical personal tour of 
London before launching in to 
One Night Stand. Going by her 
attire and lyrics the gentleman 
would have been better off 
popping her in a cab to Soho 
and being done with it. 

She then left the stage twice, 
leaving us with our old friend 
DJ Mars, who was kind enough 
to play us yet more pointless 
songs. Upon her return, there 
wasn’t a costume change in 
sight. The mind boggles as 
to what she had been doing. 
Perhaps she had a little sit 
down? After all, singing 
five songs in a row must be 
exhausting. Heaven knows how 
Shirley Bassey manages. 
Fortunately, although 
fragmented and devoid of flow, 
the set picked up midway with 
her giving excellent renditions 
of her hits “In The Air" (which 
featured a guest appearance 
from Chipmunk), The Way I 
Are, and Turn My Swag On. All 
of which reminded the crowd 
why Miss Hilson is such a big 
name in the world of R&B, as 
well as highlighting just how 
many classics she has guested 
on in her impressive back 
catalogue. Her more mellow 
numbers such as Sleeping 
with the Enemy, and Hustler 
showed a softer side to her 
and proved that there was 
some real vocal talent hidden 
beneath all the thighs and 
smut. The show edged to a 
close with a rendition of her 
sing-along favourite Pretty Girl 
Rock, by which point she had a 
congregation of girls from the 
audience on the stage to dance 
with her excellent backing 
dancers. According to the star, 
the song isn’t about looks but 
a state of mind. Go figure. She 
then declared that “Ladies, 
there are still real men out 
there". I’m sure that reassured 
them. Perhaps I read Miss 
Hilson wrong. Maybe she does 
empower women. I left to 
the sound of one female fan 
declaring “If I’m gonna pay for 
her concert ticket again, Keri 
Hilson needs to up her game." 

I guess she was the exception.

Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

One day I 
want to be No. 1 and go to 
the Olympics. I train five or 
six times a day. 

“I make sure I fit it in. I 
like table tennis, football 
and swimming but karate 
is the one I compete in. My 
top skill is my power.”

the club for five years. She 
got involved after taking 
her four-year-old son to a 
club. She said: “My main 
aim in running a karate 
school is to get young 
people off the streets and 
giving them self esteem,” 
said Erica. “It’s wonderful 
to be successful under our 
chief instructor, Sensei 
Essam Shreif, but it’s the

important T” The club 
has 82 members ranging 
from a five-year-old to a 
56-year-old.
